bris Has Been Cleared Away. 


Portland, Ore., June 36—A special 


to the Oregonian from Heppnur says 
that Willow Creek, which caused sue h 
terrible destruction Sunday has shrunk 
to normal size, an innocent brook, and 
all day an army of men worked in the 
debris, searching for the dead. Three 
hundred bodies have been found and 
it is said the \vork is only half begun. 
Many bodies are without arms, from 
others legs are 
missing. Here and 
there a finger is found, or a foot or a 
leg—harbingers of the horror beneath 
the mud. 
Babies and little children 
lie there buried and the forms of wo- 
men frequently corne to light, bereft 
of all clothing. The bodies, as fast as 
found, are shrouded in coarse white 
cloths, placed in rough boxes and tak- 
en to the cemeteries, piled high on 
wagons. 
There is no time for cere- 


monies as the bodies must be buried 
and the town cleaned if pestilence is 
to be avoided. Many families are en- 
tirely destitute, and help for these is 
pressing. 
Of the 250 houses in the 


town nearly 200 were demolished.

•wrecking- trains have been dispatched 
from different points for Heppner. the 
scene of Sunday's terrible disaster. It 
is expected communication «ill bo re- 
stored today.

made to find the dead, who undoubt- 
edly are strewn along- the canyon. Ev- 
ery available man within a ladius of 
65 miles has been pressed into service 
at Heppner. Gangs of men are 
at 


work, dealing away the piles of de- 
bris, rocks and timbers, which 
Ho 


piled in heaps in tho streets and tak- 
ing out corpses which are concealed. 
About one hundred persons have been 
buried in the Heppner graveyard. 


Owing to the entire 
absent e 
of 


proper facilities for caring for dead, 
the victims of the flood wore for the 
most part interred in common crates. 


Two Hundred Dead Found. 


Spokane, June 
16—Direct advices 


fiom Heppner this morning state that 
thus far the bodies of 200 victims of 
Sunday night's disaster 
have 
been 


found. 
Two hundred more are sup- 


posed to be hidden in the ruins or 
swept down the valley by the torrent. 
The number of injured is compara- 
tively small. More provisions are need- 
ed. Other help is fairly well supplied.

He Is now minister of justice in the 
new government. 


The deliberations.of the members of 
the senate and the skupshtlna on re- 
public questions were materially has- 
tened by the attendance of one of the 
revolutionary leaders, Col. Miaschitch. 
The colonel took no part in the pro- 
ceedings but his presence was signifi- 
cant enough to induce the members to 
accept the army's choice.

mier told the deputies that it was 
useless to talk of republics as neither 
Russia nor Austria would permit it. 
He further urged that the proposed 
new constitution xvould give King Pet- 
er far less power than that enjoyed 
by the president of the United States.

a glass of 
water. 


Several times during- the examination 
she stopped to refresh 
herself,

Tears rose in her eyes and it seemed 
that she would break clown but she 
composed herself and continued with 
her story. 


Given Ammonia. 


Once she was given a .small glass 


of aromatic spirits of ammonia, which 
revived her. She did not appeal in the 
least rattled, but seemed to be a little 
weak and worn on acount of the strain 
tinder which she has been placed for 
sonje days past.

Make a rich chocolate ice 
cream 


using eggs as in a plain boiled cus- 
tard; have a scant cup and a half of 
mixed fruit—seeded raisins and cur- 
rants, steamed until they are plump, 
citron sliced thin, candied 
cherries 


cut in half and candied apricots cut in 
dice. 
Moisten them with sherry and 


let stand until soft. 
Drain and mix 


with the frozen cream, turn the dash- 
er a few minutes longer to thoroughly 
mix the fruit. 
When frozen 
very 


hard pack into a mould, and bury in 
ice and salt and let stand 
several 


hours. Turn out and serve with sauce 
made as follows: Rub the yollow rind 
of one orange and one lemon with 
two or three lumps of sugar, place in 
a bowl and add the strained juice of 
the orange and lemon, add six table- 
spoonfuls of sugar syrup and four each 
of sherry and brandy. 
Turn into a 


freezer and "work until half frozen and 
pile around the pudding and 
serve. 


The dish must be thoroughly chilled 
before the pudding is turned out.
